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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 2007 


As 2007 draws to a close and we start planning for 2008 we look back on a 
very active year. Temple continues to be a very special community, with people 
coming together to accomplish many varied goals. 

In January the Board held a meeting to have Representatives explain 
the State of New Hampshire’s proposed purchase of Temple Mountain. The 
Town donated $30,000.00 from the Conservation Fund for this purpose and the 
closing occurred in December. Temple Mountain is now a Reservation of the 
State of New Hampshire and will be managed by the Department of Resources 
and Economic Development. 

After a few delays, work on the Town Hall has progressed. The Friends 
of Temple Town Hall were awarded a Moose Plate Grant. They also received a 
donation from the Historical Society. FTTH combined this money and donated 
the rehabilitation of the windows at the Town Hall. The HUD grant for 
$222,750.00 has been finalized. The Board awarded West Rindge Builders the 
contract to complete the interior of the Town Hall addition. FTTH applied for 
and was awarded a $250,000.00 grant from the Land and Community Heritage 
Investment Program. 

April brought with it snow, rain and flooding. The bridge on Memorial 
Highway collapsed and that road was closed for approximately seven months. 
Thanks to the diligent efforts of our Highway Department, Steve Cullinan and 
Jon Pearson, this bridge has been re-constructed and Memorial Highway is now 
open. An over-flow culvert was added to handle extra water in the future. The 
Town applied for and received disaster relief money from FEMA, which 
covered a portion of the cost to re-construct the bridge. The Board applied to 
the State of NH-DRA for an emergency expenditure to cover the balance of the 
cost. This expenditure was granted and a portion of the fund balance (surplus) 
was used so that there would be no impact on the tax rate. We would like to 
thank the Highway crew, Steve and Jon for completing this work under budget. 

The Board has been working on new contracts for the Police Co- 
operative and Ambulance service. We met with the new Superintendent of 
Schools, Richard Bergeron. A hazard mitigation plan was drafted in accordance 
with FEMA guidelines. A new emergency operations plan is in progress and 
should be completed by the end of January 2008. Both of these were partially 
paid for by grants from FEMA. Building permits issued in 2007 included 3 for 
new homes, 1 for a change of use and 9 for additions such as decks and 
sunrooms for a total of 13. 

August brought with it a crisis for the Birchwood Inn. Andrew Cook 
was denied his VISA. The Board sent a letter to the U.S. Embassy in London in 
support of the efforts of Andrew and Nick. Thanks to the efforts of Senators 
Greg and Sununu a new VISA application was filed for Andrew, which was 
expedited and approved.

The “Green Committee” which was approved at the 2007 Town 
Meeting changed its name to the Temple Economic Energy Committee (TEEC) 
and became active almost immediately. TEEC had a booth at the Harvest 
Festival and gave out energy efficient light bulbs. They had an energy audit 
done in conjunction with PSNH at the town buildings and recommended 
changes in lighting for the Municipal Building and the Library. 

As we start 2008 we look forward to celebrating the Town of Temple’s 
250" Birthday, commencing work on the main portion of the Town Hall and all 
the other challenges of working for the citizens of Temple.

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BUDGET ADVISORY COMMITTEE

The BAC members would like to thank the Department heads, 
Committee Chairs, the Library Trustees, and the citizens of Temple in their 
efforts to minimize 2008 budget increases. At the time of this report (Dec 31") 
the General Operating Expenses in the 2008 budget ($1,248,041) shows an 
increase of 3.26% over the 2007 budget ($1,208,665 which includes $1,000 for 
CASA & Red Cross warrant articles). 

Comparing the 2007 Town Budget (Operating Expenses plus Capital 
Expense Warrant Articles, $1,297,265) to the Proposed 2008 Town Budget 
(Operating Expenses plus Capital Expense Warrant Articles, $1,462,041) 
increases the overall budget by 12.70%. Proposed 2008 Capital Expense 
Warrant Articles at this time are: Town Hall Project 10.26% ($150,000), 
Bridge Fund 2.05% ($30,000), Municipal Building Roof 1.92% ($28,000), 
Library Roof 0.41% ($6,000). Percentage = Warrant Amount/Total Proposed 
Budget. 

With the approval of the Select Board, the BAC has worked to develop 
a “Financial Policies and Procedures Manual” to provide guidelines in the 
following areas: Fund Balance, Debt, Purchasing, Cash Receipts, Fraud and 
Conflict of Interest. At this time, the BAC is planning to present the results of 
this endeavor to the Select Board in February of 2008.

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CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PROGRAM 
COMMITTEE REPORT 


The New Hampshire legislature established RSA §674:5-8 to encourage towns 
to develop Capital Improvement Plans in order to anticipate and plan 
financially for major expenses. Temple’s first Capital Improvement Plan (CIP) 
was developed in 2004 with assistance from all of the Town’s departments. The 
resulting plan was intended to be a living document that would be updated each 
year to reflect the Town’s changing needs. The CIP has updated that plan in 
each subsequent year. 

The CIP Committee met again in 2007 with the heads of each town 

department and the Friends of the Temple Town Hall to discuss each item in 
the plan and to ascertain any new requirements on the horizon. The committee 
recommends the following projects be considered for 2008: 
Bridge Capital Reserve Fund ($30,000): The Town has 10 specific bridges and 
major culverts identified for eventual replacement. In addition the Town has 
dozens of smaller conduits for water under its roads. To cover the expenses of 
repairing these structures when they fail, The CIP Committee recommends 
setting aside an additional $30,000 in 2008 to the Bridge Capital Reserve Fund. 

The Skladany Land ($54,136): The Town of Temple voted to purchase 
this land in March of 2005. The recommended amount constitutes the annual 
amount due. 

Library Roof Repair ($6,000.00): The current roof on the library has a 

section which is approximately 30/40 years old and in need of replacement. The 
recommended amount constitutes the estimated cost of the repair. 
Municipal Building Roof Repair ($28,000.00): As the current roof on the 
Municipal Building is in a deteriorating condition, the CIP recommends that the 
roof on the Town Municipal Building be replaced in 2008. The recommended 
amount constitutes the estimated cost of the repair. 

Town Hall Renovation and Expansion ($150,000): The Friends of the 
Temple Town Hall estimate a cumulative total of $900,965 will be required to 
complete all planned construction and renovation. Approximately $300,000 
remains from funding previously obtained (including an LCHIP grant of 
$250,000 approved in November 2007), and an estimated $450,000 is required 
to complete the work. The recommended amount constitutes the estimated 
additional funds needed to complete the renovation. The Committee further 
recommend, a Building Committee be appointed by the Selectmen, composed 
of citizens versed in construction and finance, to oversee the completion of the 
project.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
The Commission continued its initiatives to protect Temple’s environment on 
four fronts in 2007. 

Temple’s Master Plan calls for both a Natural Resources Inventory 
(NRI) and an Open Space Plan to be developed and submitted to the Planning 
Board for adoption. The NRI process was completed in 2005, while in 2007, 
the Commission established a committee to draft an Open Space Plan. The 
Committee consisted of Conservation Commission members plus Randy Martin 
and Tim Winship. That Plan was the subject of a public hearing in December 
and final changes are being made now in advance of a presentation to the 
Planning Board later this winter. Copies are available at the Library, Town 
Offices and on the Town website. 

Recognizing that Temple has very limited water resources (including 
aquifers, wetlands and open water) the Commission has been assessing how 
best to inventory and protect those resources. Other towns with similar 
topography have retained scientists to map the town to identify the best sites for 
future wells and septic systems. In 2007 we met twice with a firm that conducts 
this mapping to understand how best to go about a study of Temple. In 2008 we 
expect to continue that work in order to protect one of Temple’s most valuable 
resources. 

Public education regarding Temple’s natural resources continued to be 
an important mission of the Commission. We led several family-oriented walks 
and longer hikes on lands throughout Temple and co-sponsored a ten-mile hike 
on the newly protected Northeast Wilderness Trust property in New Ipswich 
and Rindge. The latest edition of our annual newsletter featured conservation 
matters of interest to townspeople and our booth at last fall’s Harvest Festival 
featured the wildlife creations of students at Temple’s Elementary School. 

Land conservation continues to be an important part of the 
Commission’s work. In December the State of New Hampshire closed on its 
purchase of the former Temple Mt. Ski Area. A committee of local residents 
will be appointed by the State to advise them on the management of the 350 
acre property, which includes more than one mile of the Wapack Trail. The 
construction of a kiosk is planned for this spring which will describe the 
property and its allowed uses which can best be described as all non-motorized 
recreation. 
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The newest addition to Temple’s protected land is 250 acres on West 
Road belonging to John and Connie Kieley. This donated easement, which is 
held by the Monadnock Conservancy, abuts the Banks and Stone/Pratt 
easements providing a large tract of protected land. This new easement includes 
a trail corridor along the northern boundary providing access to Whitcomb Peak 
from the Town’s Chris Weston Conservation Area and the other Town owned 
land on Route 45.

Wilton-Lyndeborough-Temple Ambulance Service has completed our first year 
as a department of the Town of Wilton. It has been a very positive experience 
and we have made new friends and learned a lot about each other and look 
forward to continuing to serve our communities. 

We had a total of 493 requests for medical aid. Some of these calls 
were thankfully minor in nature, but some involved critically ill or injured 
patients that required Advanced Life Support intervention. This may include 
rapid intervention of the suspected heart attack patient and transport to the 
appropriate Cardiac Care Facility or helicopter transport to a Level 1 Trauma 
Center for a critically injured patient. 

Our members train monthly, in all aspects of emergency care, to be 
ready and able to care for all members of our communities when they need us. 
This often takes them away from their own families, and the time they spend 
volunteering and going on ambulance calls is considerable. Thank you very 
much for all you do to make this service the BEST there is.

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MILFORD AREA MEDIATION 


Milford Area Mediation Program closes out its twelfth year of successfully 
providing conflict resolution services to families and residents in the towns of 
Greenfield, Greenville, Milford, New Ipswich, Temple, and Wilton. Due to the 
on-going financial support of these towns, as well as the Hillsborough County 
Incentive Fund Grant, the Mediation Program continued to be able to offer 
Family Mediation and comprehensive referral services as a free service. 

The Mediation Program continued, once again, to steadily increase the 
number of clients receiving services over the past year. From January 1, 2007 
through December 15, 2007, Milford Area Mediation Program provided 
mediation services to 128 families (an increase of approximately 13% from 
2006). 


Highlights: 

The Mediation Program continues to operate with only one part-time staff. Due 
to the generous commitment of community volunteers, Milford Area Mediation 
Program has been able to continue productive functions; this 1s possible due to 
marketing, advertising, and conducting free training for volunteer family 
mediators. The 2007 training began in February and ended in March with Judge 
Martha Crocker (Milford District Court) presiding over the Oath of 
Confidentiality ceremony. Three (3) new volunteer mediators were added to 
Milford Area Mediation Program; there are now over 30 community members 
who volunteer at the Mediation Program. 

This training was made possible through a grant awarded to Milford Area 
Mediation Program by the New Hampshire Charitable Foundation. The grant 
was used during 2007 to update technical equipment (the Program went from 
using an overhead projector to power point presentation on a laptop computer), 
purchase supplies, and advertise the training. Milford Area Mediation Program 
would like to thank the New Hampshire Charitable Foundation for their 
generous support. 

In order to meet the increasing need for services, Milford Area Mediation 
Program continues to seek out the assistance of community volunteers.

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PROJECT LIFT ADULT EDUCATION PROGRAM

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HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


The Commission’s responsibility is to administer the Temple Historic 
Ordinance. When a Historic District property owner wishes to make a change 
to their property, they are required to apply to the Commission for a Certificate 
of Approval. In 2007, two applications for Certificates of Approval were 
submitted by Historic District property owners. 

The first was for a garage on the vacant lot located on the east side of 
Route 45 owned by the Temple Congregational Church. Renderings and 
building material samples were submitted by the Church and a site inspection 
visit was made. After accepting certain suggestions from the Historic District 
Commission, the application was approved and the Certificate granted. 
Construction is now complete. 

The second application was submitted by J. Michele Collier for a “run 
in shed” for her horses at 5 Hadley Highway. A completed application for a 
Certificate of Approval was submitted along with drawings and samples of 
building materials. Numerous suggestions were made by Commission 
members. The application was subsequently withdrawn by the applicant. 

Another project that the Commission worked on in 2007 was the 
revising of the Historic District Ordinance. In 2006, the Commission 
determined that the Ordinance, now 24 years old, needed revisions and 
updating. For example, many references to RSAs were now outdated. The 
Commission was also interested in what other towns were doing with respect to 
their Historic District ordinances. To find out, we obtained and reviewed 
ordinances of five other New Hampshire and Massachusetts towns. We also 
hosted a meeting with one of the New Hampshire State Preservation Officers, 
Emily Paulus, who supplied us with much helpful information. 

It became clear that the Ordinance needed either complete rewriting or 
a thorough review. The Commission voted to take the latter course. We have 
now completed this process and in January held a public hearing and will 
present the revised Ordinance to the Town in hopes that it will be approved. 

I want to thank the members of the Temple Historic District 
Commission for the hard work put in by them over many hours in 2007 in 
carrying out their responsibilities.

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TOWN FORESTER’S REPORT 


For the tax year April 1, 2006 through March 31, 2007, the Town received 3 
Reports of Wood or Timber Cut. Yield taxes assessed for these harvesting 
operations totaled $10,152.64. As of January 30, 2008, 5 Intents to Cut have 
been filed with the Town for the current tax year. Markets continue to remain 
flat in our area. We are seeing a reasonable demand for high quality white pine. 
Low-grade pine is difficult to sell and yielding low returns. There has been a 
strong demand for soft maple & birch bringing higher prices than previously 
seen. Red oak is holding it’s own but still significantly down from all-time 
highs of a few years ago. The pulp market, especially hemlock continues to be 
strong. 

The State RSA specifies that any person owning land upon which wood or 
timber is cut, either for sale or for services rendered, must first file an Intent to 
Cut form with the Town Selectmen or assessing officials. The exception to this 
is a person cutting up to 10,000 board feet of logs or up to 20 cords of fuel 
wood for either their own use or for a land conversion. Under these exceptions 
an individual does not have to file an Intent to Cut form. The yield tax year 
runs from April 1st to March 31st. 

The RSA also states that within 60 days of completion of the operation or 
by April 15th, a Report of Wood or Timber Cut must be filed with the Town 
specifying the exact volume cut by species. The Town will levy a 10 percent 
yield tax based on the stumpage value of the material cut. If the job is not 
completed by March 31st or did not take place, a Report of Cut must still be 
filed by April 15th. At that time, a new Intent to Cut should be filed to renew 
the permit. If the job is not completed by March 31st but will be completed by 
June 30th, a 90-day extension may be granted without having to renew the 
permit. To do this the Selectmen must be notified in writing by the Owner, 
prior to April 15th. Finally, during a harvesting operation, if the volumes to be 
harvested are going to exceed the estimated volumes on the original Intent to 
Cut, a supplemental Intent should be filed immediately showing the additional 
estimated volumes. 

Landowners considering a timber harvest should be aware that there are 
State harvesting regulations that must be followed. If you have any questions 
regarding this or the permitting process, you can contact me through the 
Selectmen’s Office.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 2007 


In the year 2007, the Planning Board reviewed and approved three lot line 
consolidations, three lot line adjustments, and a two-lot PRD subdivision. 

In March the board granted a one year extension to Jim Tamposi to allow 
him to continue the process of obtaining state permits for the conditionally 
approved “Five Gates Farm” PRD subdivision. 

Two zoning articles were presented to voters in March. A petition warrant 
article that would have required site plan review for large agricultural buildings 
was defeated. A second ballot question considered changes to the Home 
Products and Produce section of the ordinance and was approved. After Town 
Meeting we welcomed new member Rose Lowry to the board, and chose the 
following officers for the year: Chairman — Bruce H. Kullgren, Sr.; Vice 
Chairman — Allan Pickman; Secretary — William S. Wildes. 

During May board members listened to a presentation from Southwest 
Region Planning Commission on Open Space Residential Development 
(OSRD) planning. In June the board held a hearing and renewed an excavation 
permit for a period of two years for the Robbins gravel pit on Converse Road. 

In November the board conferred with members of the ZBA and town 
counsel to discuss technical changes to Article IV, Section 13 of the zoning 
ordinance, which deals with special exceptions for commercial uses. The group 
agreed to clarify language related to the criteria necessary to qualify for a 
special exception. 

Throughout the year the board worked diligently to craft a zoning 
ordinance that would allow planned residential developments in the Mountain 
District, titled the “Mountain Zone Conservation Development.” 

Both proposed changes to the Zoning Ordinance will be discussed in at 
least one public hearing in January 2008, and will be on the ballot in March. 

The board also worked with road agent Tim Fiske to develop driveway 
regulations for the town, which will become part of the town’s Subdivision 
Regulations. 

My thanks and appreciation goes to my fellow Planning Board members for 
their hard work and support during the past year. Chairman Kullgren became 
gravely ill during the summer, and is recovering slowly. We have missed his 
wisdom and humor, and look forward to his return to the Board.

Pete Caswell served one term ending in 2008. We thank him for his 
service. Don Kraemer and Nate Chamberlin stepped down as full members in 
2007. We thank Nate for his eight years of service on the board. Don remains 
as an alternate. We would like to thank Don for thirteen years of service so far, 
including five years as Chair.

It has been a big year for me as well, being chosen as library director. The 
trustees have been very supportive and I am honored to be of service to the 
residents of Temple. 

A patron survey of a proposed hours change was conducted in the fall 
of 2006. Library hours were changed in accordance with survey findings on 
January 2, 2007. The new hours seem to be working out well. 

The New Book Café program was held in February and March and 
started up again in December. 

Fireside tales returned in February for its third year. February was the 
beginning of our involvement with the NH Audio Book Consortium. The 
library applied for and received a grant to help us set this up. It has expanded 


our audio book offerings at a minimal cost in dollars and shelf space. The use 
of this service has been increasing throughout the year. 

Spring of 2007 marked the demise of our old computers. We purchased 
a state of the art new patron computer as well as a laptop for office use. The 
State of New Hampshire has a buying contract with Dell computer, which 
resulted in a savings of several hundred dollars on the purchase. The computers 
were bought with money raised by the library through fundraising. 

All of Temple Elementary School came up to visit the library and get 
library cards in June. The children enjoyed their visit and so did we! Parents, 
we hope you will bring your families in whenever you can! 

The summer reading program was split into two age groups for the first 
time this year. There is a “read to me” group of younger children and a group of 
older “readers”. This allows preschoolers to participate. We kicked off the 
program with a fun program called “Bubbleology”. Steve Lechner did a 
wonderful job on the program! 

We had a toddler reading program during the month of October. The 
preschool class has also been in to read with us. 

Thanksgiving weekend marked our second year of reading “A 
Christmas Carol” by Charles Dickens. Milan Daler joined me and Priscilla as a 
much appreciated reader! 

We have been very lucky to have great volunteers this year: Hannah 
Dissinger and Meredith Dissinger who help on a weekly basis, Cody Charron 
and Ben Clayton who helped me clean up outside on Good Roads Day, Dennis 
Fedorka who is our tech support person and saves us hundreds of dollars a year, 
Linda Bollinger who helped with story and craft for summer reading, among 
other things, and Sasha Daler. Many thanks also go to those who help with 
donations, gifts and pies!

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TEMPLE ECONOMICAL ENERGY COMMITTEE 
“TKEC” 


The creation of the new Temple Economical Energy Committee was initiated 
by the Select Board early last summer. It is an outgrowth of the 2007 Town 
Meeting which passed a warrant article supporting the appointment of a 
voluntary energy committee to recommend local steps to save energy and 
reduce emissions. 

Since June, we have launched our committee, planted our feet, and 
gotten off to a good start. Our first step was to request a PSNH audit of our 
town buildings to see whether we might save energy and money by upgrading 
to more cost effective and energy saving lighting. It was determined that the 
Municipal Building and the Library both qualified for lighting upgrades under a 
reduced cost program being offered by PSNH. So, after a thorough examination 
of the details and issues involved, our committee presented its findings and 
recommendation to the Select Board on November 13. The Board approved the 
upgrades and chose the 50/50 Program method of payment in which our town is 
only required to pay half the cost of the new lighting (the other half being 
covered by PSNH) and begins saving energy and money right away. The 
estimated annual saving on our bills is $393.98. The estimated monthly kWh 
savings is 2,770. The installations took place in early December. 

We also decided to introduce TEEC to the town by having a spirited 
educational booth at the Harvest Festival. So we gave out 100 free energy 
saving compact fluorescent light bulbs to townsfolk and offered a wide array of 
informative pamphlets on the impact of global warming for our state of NH as 
well as materials filled with energy saving tips and simple steps that citizens 
can take to reduce emissions and save money in their homes and businesses. 
Throughout the day, committee member Rob Wills provided a fascinating live 
demonstration of the differences between using the old incandescent bulbs and 
the new energy efficient CFLs. All in all, we had a great day talking with lots of 
interested residents about ways we can help the environment while helping our 
town and our own budgets at the same time. 

TEEC provided recycling barrels for the Festival, too, and collected 
and disposed of the recyclables as well. In the future we will provide more 
marked recycling barrels and will continue to offer a recycling service for the 
Festivals and Annual Town Meetings. 

We hope that our committee will be of genuine help to Temple in many 
ways as we strive to make constructive recommendations to the Select Board 
and provide useful services to residents .... all in the interest of serving our 
town’s energy needs in the most climate preserving and cost effective ways.

TEMPLE FIRE/RESCUE DEPARTMENT 
The Temple Volunteer Fire/Rescue Department was called upon to serve our 
community a total of 119 times this year. The calls that we responded to were 
handled quickly and professionally and thankfully, all of our members returned 
home safe. 

This Spring brought heavy rains and flooding to our town. The TVFD 
was busy helping with monitoring flood areas and helping residents bale water 
out of their houses. Since this flooding we have been working closely with 
Town & State officials to develop a Hazardous Mitigation Plan and Emergency 
Management Plan, in the event we have a serious disaster strike our town again. 

Overall, the call volume for the TVFD was about the same as last year. 
Thankfully we did not have any major incidents in our town this year, although 
a few of our neighboring towns were not so lucky and we were called in to 
assist them. 

Since the inception of our Rescue Squad in 2004 our calls for medical 
issues have grown nearly 7 times. In late 2006, the TVFD was given a generous 
donation in which the request was to use it towards medical equipment and 
training. In early 2007, we as a department organized and purchased 4 complete 
AED (automated external defibrillator) kits. These units have been strategically 
placed with members of our department who respond from different directions 
in town which helps to provide better coverage. We now can proudly say that 
we are one of only a few departments in the area that have such coverage as 
this. Being able to provide this potentially lifesaving service was a great goal to 
achieve. 

Also, late in 2007, we had 3 members successfully complete EMT/B 
courses. These courses require over 200 hours of commitment to complete. 
With the increase in the medical calls we are seeing it is a great addition to our 
department to have the addition personnel. 

Unfortunately, we had a member of our department retire this year. We 
would like to thank Don Fonda for 19 years of service. 

As always, the TVFD and the Auxiliary always welcome people who 
are able to devote some time to our department. If you’re looking for a way to 
help out your town, please consider joining the TVFD or if unable to join the 
department but are willing to provide support consider joining the TVFD 
Auxiliary.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 

Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands work collaboratively to reduce the 
risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, 
please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if 
a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 
227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. 
Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1-800- 
498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning 
requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s 
forest resources. For more information contact the Division of Forests & Lands 
(603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 

Fire activity was very busy during the spring of 2007, particularly late April 
into early May. As the forests and fields greened up in later May the fire danger 
decreased. However, a very dry late summer created very high fire danger again 
from August into September, with fire danger reaching very high on Labor Day 
weekend. Even with the dry conditions, the acreage burned was less than half 
that of 2006. The largest forest fire during the 2007 season burned 
approximately 26 acres on the side of Wantastiquet Mountain in Chesterfield 
during the month of May. Our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers is 
credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this season 
due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Many homes in New 
Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where 
homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 
2007 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn 
more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland 
fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and 
gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space 
around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and 
homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help 
Smokey Bear, your local fire department and the state’s Forest Rangers by 
being fire wise and fire safe!

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TEMPLE-GREENVILLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
2007 


At the 2008 Town Meeting, the towns of Temple and Greenville will be voting 
to continue the police merger formed three years ago. In my opinion, the 
merger is one of the best decisions ever made by the citizens of Temple and 
Greenville. Following a complete review by the joint Select Boards, the New 
Hampshire Attorney General’s Office, the attorneys for both towns and myself, 
we all agree that this merger is a success. Both towns have saved thousands of 
dollars, provided better police coverage, and solved police department 
concerns. Our merger has become a model for other towns to emulate. 

In April both towns were hit with large-scale flooding, which in turn 
washed out roads and bridges. Town departments, select boards, and citizens 
all worked together to bring this under control. Our towns have completed 
Emergency Operation Plans to help secure federal funding for disaster repairs. 
I am currently seeking grants for equipment such as a generator and radio base 
station, which will assist all town departments with communication during a 
power outage. 

A review of our statistics show that burglaries are up. This is largely 
due to high scrap metal prices and an increase in drug-related thefts. Our 
neighboring towns are also seeing an increase in burglaries for the same 
reasons. The most sought after items are metals, such as copper, steel, and 
aluminum, small electronics, and canisters of change. Please make sure that 
your electronic equipment serial numbers are recorded and that your doors are 
locked when you are not at home. 

I would like to thank all the employees of the department for doing an 
outstanding job; I am also appreciative of the overwhelming support of the 
citizens and employees of each town.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The year of 2007 started out very calm and quiet. Temperatures were far above 
normal in January and all we saw for snow was a few '%-1” storms. 
Temperatures finally were colder in February but we had only 18-20” of snow 
throughout the month. The wind blew day after day however, which kept us 
busy pushing back and piling up snow drifts. 

It rained or snowed just about every other day in March. Town Meeting 
was delayed for 3 hours due to a 15” snowstorm. Temperatures slowly began 
to creep up and spring was on its way. The dirt roads softened up and we were 
into mud season. 

Winter just didn’t want to quit as we had 4 snowstorms in the 
beginning of April. The last storm was on April 15". We got 8” of snow during 
the day. That evening, it turned to rain and we had about 6” of rain dumped on 
us. The water wreaked havoc with the gravel roads due to the snow banks 
plugging up everything and thousands of tons of gravel were washed away. It 
eroded the shoulders of many of the paved roads causing them to collapse. 
Dozens of roads were closed. A mudslide in Milford closed Rte. 101 for over 2 
weeks. The stone arch bridge on Memorial Highway went completely under 
water and caved in. It was the closest thing to a flash flood that we have ever 
experienced here. 

We spent the next few days after that storm trying to get the roads open 
and passable again. The remainder of April and all of May were spent repairing 
damage to all of the roads. It took approximately 5000 tons of gravel and 
hundreds of hours of hired trucks and machines for these repairs. Most of the 
gravel roads were in better shape than before the storm by the time we were 
done. Betsey Perry and I spent many hours doing the paperwork and 
documentation for the Federal Emergency Management Association (FEMA). 
We received $50,605.23 from them to help offset the cost of the road repairs. 

June, July, and August were spent mostly on trying to get caught up on 
our regular work such as ditching roadsides, mowing, cleaning and/or replacing 
culverts, and preparing Webster Rd., North Rd., Colburn Rd., and East Rd. for 
sealing. We purchased a new farm tractor in June, which helped out a lot when 
it came to sweeping and mowing. We experienced several strong thunder and 
lightening storms during the summer. Many trees were hit and damaged by the 
lightning. 

After getting several quotes that averaged around $150,000.00 to 
rebuild the stone arch bridge on Memorial Highway, it was decided that we 
would hire Masons Steve Cullinan, his son Will Cullinan, and Jon Pearson to 
help us rebuild it ourselves. FEMA would only give us $34,291.59 towards the 
project, so we used mostly our own equipment and used the stones that we 
found in and around the original bridge, only having to purchase about 5% in 
all from elsewhere. It took us until the middle of November to finish the bridge 
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working on it in between our regular road maintenance. It was finished at a cost 
of $73,985.00, which includes all of the Highway Department labor, hired 
labor, hired machines, and all materials. It is built far better than before and has 
a 48” overflow culvert next to it, which should easily handle any future 
flooding. We have had to put a few other projects on hold until next year. 

We quickly prepared for winter after completing the bridge project. 
December 2007 goes on record as the snowiest December on record in 
Concord, NH. Boston, MA came within 0.2” of breaking their record. This 
made us go almost $25,000.00 over budget on driveway plowing for the year. 

You will notice on the budget numbers on the following page that we 
went about $125,000.00 over budget. What is not shown is that the cost of 
rebuilding the bridge on Memorial Highway is included in this figure. It also 
does not show that we received a total of $84,896.82 from FEMA, which comes 
close to offsetting this amount, less the driveway plowing.
